Reasons For Allowance. 

Applicants 5 process of hydrodechlorination of dichlorodifluoromethane according to 
claim 1 of the present application is unobvious over the prior art of record. 

Baker ( US patent 5,326,914) teach a process of hydrodechlorination of a compound 
derived from a general formula (see column 1, lines 1-20), which includes 
dichlorodifluoromethane in the presence of a catalyst system of palladium on activated 
carbon and a phosphine ligand or palladium on alumina and a phosphine.. 

The difference between Baker and the claims of the instant application is that Baker does 
not teach an aluminum isopropoxide catalyst in the reaction. 

The selection of an aluminum isopropoxide as a catalyst in the said reaction, according 
to claims 1 of the instant application, would not have been suggested to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made. 
Thus, the Examiner finds claims 12-42 allowable.
